The Crjnberry Crop. 


The majority of our renders will prob- 


ably be surprised to learn that Burlington 
produces more cranberries than any other 
county In New Jersey, the crop for this 
yoar being estimated a 100,000 bushels. 
The growers who raise the largest crops in 
the lountj are Theodore Budd and Josgph 
J. White, says the Burlington Gazette. 


This year Messrs. Budd and White will 


each ha»e about 28,000 bushels—nearly 
sixt} per cent, of the entire crop in the 
county. 
The picking season is at its 


height now and each of these growers have 
some 500 pickers at work. These pickers 
are Italians and are obtained in Philadel- 
phia. ) 


The bulk of the crop is shipped to the 


Western States, a portion going all the 
way to California, the freight on a car of 
berri >s being about $400. 
Several of the 


larger 
growers dispose of their crop 


through one salesman—Mr. Wilkinson, pf 
Philadelphia. 


Quite i number of cranberries are 


grow i in Ocean, Atlantic, Cape May and 
Monniouth coupties, but none of the indi- 
vidunl crops equal those of Messrs. Budd 
and White of this county. The estate of 
Anthony Bullock, late of Chesterfield, V.UB 
one of the largest bogs in Ocean county. 


Massachusetts is the leading State in 


tho production of the cranberry, the bulk 
of thi' crop being raised in one county, as 
it is ID Burlington county. Quite a num- 
ber of berries are also grown in certain 
Western States. 


Mr. White has some bog on which cran- 


bcrrii s have been picked for 46 years that 
will produce 200 bushels to the acre this 
year. It is what is termed as natuiui 
cranberry land, where the berry grows 
muuially. 


Tho price paid for picking ranges from 


40 to 50 cents per bushel, according to the 
extent of the crop. 
The majority of the 


pickers have been employed for several 
years past. 


Tho pickers are engaged through a 


boss Italian—one who is smarter than the 
rest— and he gets a commission. 
These 


bosses accumulate in a few years $3,000 
or $4,000, and with this they return to 
sunny Italy.

cranberry grower in our county comes

The report of the Grand Jury was as 


follows: 


Doylestown, Pa., September 23, 1903.

EDUCATION PUB CAPITA BEDUOBD. 
In a letter to the Doylestown Republic- 


an, which was published recently, John K. 
Wildman, president of the Bristol School 
Board, gave the following accurate de- 
scription of the educational institutions 
of the Borough of Bristol: 


There may be many readers of the Re- 


publican whose knowledge .of the Bristo 
schools in limited, and who may have 
sufficient interest to welcome a detailed 
account concerning -them. Even among 
our own residents there may be some who 
know little about-them, 
and whole 


thoughts do not travel in their direction. 
Others, again, may simply regard them ae 
they do the sun and moon, as something 
important to the general welfare, but not 
so novel or interesting as to disturb their 
mood of vague indifference. 
Let me pre- 


sume to give some facts touching them 
for the edification of those who have a 
taste for schools affaire, or a fancy for 
current information. 


We have here four school buildings, and 


the aggregate number of rooms which 
the; contain is twenty-three. 
These 


rooms are all well lighted and made com- 
fortable for teachers and pupils. All but 
three are used for school purposes and are 
furnished with modern desks and seats, 
and amply provided with blackboards, 
which are so essential to all well regulat- 
ed schools. 


The High school building contains six 


school rooms, the Superintendent's room, 
the Director's room and a large assembly 
room over all. The Director'* room 
serves a double purpose as it is regularly 
used as a class room as well ab for the 
business sittings of the Board. 


The old Wood street building, close 


neighbor of the more modern and preten- 
tious structure, contains two large rooms 
and two class rooms. This plain but com- 
modious school house was for many years 
the only one that graced our town. There, 
in years gone by, the parents, the grand- 
parents and even the great grandparents 
of a portion of the present generation 
struggled with the trials of education, 
mainly within the compass of the three 
traditional K's and no doubt they did 
their t u f l share inSeKing and tormenting 
the old-time teachers, who now sleep in 
honored though forgotten graves. I fancy 
that the pupils of the present day, judg» 
ing by report, are better behaved than the 
boys and girls of former times, and they 
surely enjoy finer and more desirable 
advantages. 
Posbibly the influence as 


well as the environments are, in a general 
way, more conducive to good conduct, and 
they may have a more restraining as well 
as refining tendency. 


The large Bath street school house con- 


tains eight rooms, all in use but two, and 
the one on Washington street half that 
number, although the lutter is located in 
a more dense and growing population. 
All the school rooms, with two exceptions, 
are provided with convenient stationary 
washbasins, 
perpetual reminders to the 


pupils, large and small, thatfnen in the 
school room cleanliness may be akin to 
godliness. The exceptions mentioned are 
in the old building,—the venerable build- 
ing—which is still KB good as new, and 
mt to be classed among those things 
which Lowell had in mind when he said; 
"Time makes ancient good uncouth." In 
comparison with those modern successors 
that testify to the growth of educational 
facilities, 
it might, 
in some ot its 


features, be called slightly uncouth, but 
it keeps pace with them in all active, in- 
herent conditions. 
New life, new, bright 


and progressive, 6tirs within the hallowed 
precincts of these old walls; and that is 
the essential thing. 


The population of our schools varies 


from year to year. 
The smallest num- 


ber of pupils in actual attendance at any 
one time in the last eight years, except on 
opening days, was in September, 1895. 
The number was 673. In the following 
month the number v>as 816. 
The largest 


number enrolled at any one time was 861, 
in October, 1898. 
The teachers' enroll- 


ment, however, always shows a larger 
number of pupils that have actually at- 
tended school during the year, and it has 
rarely happened in late years that tte full 
annual attendance was much below one 
thousand. Last jear it was 1012. Pupils 
come and go, appear and disappear, like 
passengers in a train, who are rot all sup- 
plied with through tickets. The little 
people who take the educational train and 
£et off at way stations, know not the pro- 
fit and the glory which attend those who 
go oo to the journey's end and enjoy its 
lull fruition. 


This year, on the opening day, Septem- 


ber first, the aggregate number of pupils 
in our nineteen schools was 794, a number 
never before exceeded on the first day, 
and more than two hundred in excess of 
that of last year. 
Our school jear is ten 


months. The cost for the tuition of each 
pupil per month last year was $1.34, a 
sum that does not awaken lively notions 
of extravagance, nor does It denote a lean- 
ing to the grudging spirit of parsimony. 
We give our schools every practicable ad- 
vantage. 
All supplies 
are 
furnished 


gratuitously to the pupils, from pen, pen- 
cil and paper, through every kind and 
grade of school books up to the bulky at- 
las illustrating the great world's expan- 
sion. The annual outlay for these things, 
in their copious variety is about $600. 


Bristol can boast of having its own Bor- 


ough Superintendent of Hcbools 
Miss 


Louise D. Baggs is one of the two women 
Supeiintendents in the State. The other 
is Miss Mattie M. Collins, of Cameron 
county. I need not attempt to disclose 
;he merits of our own Superintendent. 
Sufficient is it to say that her work has 
been a success from the beginning of her 
charge, and the duties of the position are 
not such as to remind one of quiet leisure 
or silken repose. 
When schools flourish 


prosperously ana are in line with the 
spirit of progress, ever seeking a higher 
plane, they give evidence that the hands 
and heads that guide, control and direct 
are not friendly to slothful inaction. 


Our teachers number twenty-one, who 


work in harmony with the Superinten- 
dent, assuring the absence of friction. 
Teacnera, 
like lawyers, doctors 
and 


divines represent all grades of excellence, 
or the qualities that are not excellence; 
and if we have not among ours the best to 
be found in the county, our observation is 
dimsighted, and our judgment has lost 
ts cunning. The best evidence of a good 
ieacher is a good school 
"Ye shall know 


;hem by their fruits." It is the teacher 
ihat makes the school, and it is as possi- 
Sle for arid soil to yield a bountiful crop, 
as for a poor teacher to breathe into a 
school that breath, of life which shall 
sake it good. It follows, then, that if we 
lave good schools we have good teachers, 
3Ut we do not loose sight of the obvious 
•act that rare is the school which has 
'o.ind the boundary line of improvement. 
Even the most daring of faultless teachers 
would be reluctant to turn her back upon 
,he angel of truth and exnltingly describe 
jer school as "the very pink of perfec- 
tion." 


Were I inclined to indulge in a boasting 


mood I would say that our eight hundred 
pupils, leaving out the scattering excep- 
tions, are as bright, 
happy, intelligent, 


Jdy and well-behaved as any elsewhere to 
be found. 
In such a big, promiscuous 


hive, where real business is the standing 
rule, some drones naturally mar the day, 
but even these,under the watchful eye and 
practiced hand of an alert teacher, are 
?uided or cajolsd into the path of action. 
Pupils differ, aa do the stars, in shining 
qualities. They are not* all endowed with 
celestial gifts. 
If in some casea vigor is 


lacking, if dullness rules, if languor sways 
the constitution, if laziness sserts itself, 
or nature has withheld an adequate sup- 
ply of brains, causing mental Btaganation, 
then the teacher deserves our tender com- 
passions for her ways are not ways of 
plnasantnes« and peace. When we say 
that a good school Is the product'of a good 
teacher, we might be boldly met with the 
rejoinder that the quality of a school de- 


/ 


pendf largely on the quality of its pnpt'e 
-Alas' teachers t-ometimes have difficultle 
to wrestle with that harrow up theiv 
amiable eoulu; and a pit; it is thai nature 
is oo often partal in bestowing her favors, 
unmindful of their comfort and heart' 
ease, 
A school teacher will never fee 


that she is walking in Paradise until every 
pupil is composed of the choicest clay 
free from dross or taint, and cast in 
nature's finest mould^ It is safe to pre- 
dict that a tew more generations will wit- 
ness "the muffled tramp of years" before 
this felicity is realized. 
Moauwhile, may 


our scKools continue to thrive prosperous 
ly, and lot us hope progressively.

Buoks Countftn for Receiver. 


A plan for the reorganization of the 


Consolidated Lake Superior Company wai 
perfected by tho directors of the embar- 
asaed corporation on last Friday. 
At the 


Instance of Speyer & Oo., ol New York, B. 
F. Fucke'nthall, J., of Reiglesville, Bucks 
county, has been appointed receiver oi 
all the property in Canada owned by tha 
several subsidiary corporations controlled 
by the Consolidated Company. 


The receiver will have charge of all the 


plants of the company except the Trans- 
St. Mary 
Traction Company and the 


Michigan Lake Superior Power Company, 
which are the Consolidated's property on 
the American side of tne Soo. The pay- 
ment of the $200,000 overdue wages will. 
it is belie\ed, bis one of the first matters 
to receive attention from the receher, as 
the question has been raised whether 
Speyer & Oo. can sell the assets of the 
company without assuming the prior Hen 
which labor is supposed to hold against 
the property. 


Mr. Fackenthall has been President of 


the Thomas Iron Company for several 
years, and was formerly Superintendent 
and Manager of the Cooper-Hewitt Com- 
pany's furnaces in Durham township, this 
county. 
Furthermore, 
he is familiar 


with the plants of the Lake Superior Com- 
pany, having been prominent in the re- 
cent expert examinations of the com- 
pnay's property. 


Mr. Faokenthall was bom in Doyles- 


town, fifty-two years ago, and is the son 
of the late B. F. Fackenthall, Esq., at- 
torney-at-law, who was a native of Dur- 
ham, but practiced law in Doylestown. 
He entered the office of the Durham Iron 
Company in 18«7. In 1874 he took a 
special course in chemistry at Lalayette 
College, continuing in the employ of the 
Durham Iron Works. He finally became 
guneial manager of all the blast furnaces 
owned by Cooper & Hewitt and continued 
in that capacity until the firm sold their 
works. 


When Speyer & Co., several months 


ago, were anxious to ge'u an estimate of 
the assets 
of the 
Consolidated Lake 


Superior Company they asked the present 
receiver, B. F. Fackenthall, to go to the 
property and examine it thoroughly, offer- 
ing $10,000 for the service. 


Then, it is declared, he-refused to 


undertake the task, saying he could not 
spare the time, but the Speyer firm was 
persistent and asked him to put a price 
upon the work. Believing that his figure 
would be too high for them, Mr Faek- 
enthnll said he would do it for $25,000, 
and his offer waa accepted promptly. 


He spent three weeks at the Soo, going 


o\er it thoroughly, and then made an ex- 
haosti\e report to the bankers.
